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Bridge upgrade plan raises some fears

It sounds like a good deal. 

Through a cooperative effort between a 
gas company and several county and local 
agencies, a deteriorating bridge can be re- 
placed with a minimum amount of cash. 

But the proposed plan to replace the 
aging Penny Bridge (located on Pinney 
Bridge Road in Chestonia Township) has 
sparked concerns among some in the Michi- 
gan Department of Natural Resources and 
Friends of the Jordan River Watershed 
(FOJ). 

The plan is a cooperative effort between 
Lees Petroleum, the Antrim County Road 
Commission, Calvin College Civil Engi- 
neering Department, Northwest Design 
Group, Inc., and the Northwest Michigan 
Resource Conservation and Development 
Council, Inc. 

It calls for replacing the old bridge over 
the Green River in the Jordan Valley witha 
modern Michigan timber bridge. 

“We had an engineering firm do a site 
plan and a rough estimate ... We took that 
plan and started to work with all the parties 
involved,” said RC&D Council Associate 
Director Amy Beyer. 

The RC&D is seeking grant funding to 
cover about 20 percent of the cost, with the 
rest to be split between the road commis- 
sion and Lees Petroleum. 

The gas company has offered to pay 
about half of the remaining cost, with the 
road commission contributing an equal 
value of in-kind services — labor, supplies 
and use of equipment. 

Beyer noted in addition to providing safe, 
reliable transport over the river, the bridge 
can help improve water quality. An older 
draft of the bridge proposal calls sand and 
sedimentation being carried into stream 
beds and spawning areas a primary threat to 
water quality and fish habitats. 

The RC&D Council’s summary explains 
that especially with older culverts which 
are undersized and higher than the natural

stream bed or perpendicular to the road, 
runoff and road grading activities can cause 
hundreds of tons of sediment toenter streams 
at crossings each year. 

“When the local community decides to 
replace or upgrade a crossing, we often 
encourage them to choose a timber bridge 
or box culvert,” said Beyer. “It makes sense 
to select Michigan timber instead of im- 
porting steel or concrete. 

“We believe that industries like the Michi- 
gan Timber Bridge industry can help main- 
tain our rural quality of life by providing 
markets for our natural resources. This may 
mean a landowner can keep his land in 
forestry production rather than converting 
it to a less-desirable use.”

The estimated cost of the proposed project 
is about $100,000. Unlike the existing 
bridge, the new bridge would be capable of 
carrying heavy vehicle traffic, and that 
worries some watershed monitors. 

The bridge question is about more than 
just a bridge, said FOJ vice president John 
Richter. 

“It’s providing access into the forest. The 
implications of increasing access are what 
concerns us — if it were just a bridge, it 
would be no problem,” he said. “As we

No drilling in Jordan Valley — for now 


@ Petroleum company pulls its 
drilling permit requests, but 
gives no promise state forest 
won’t be targeted in future

Opponents to natural gas well-drilling in 
the pristine Jordan River State Forest are 
cautiously optimistic after a local petro- 


‘leum extractor withdrew permit requests to 


drill in the area. 

‘Terra Energy, Ltd.,.a Traverse City sb: 
sidiary of CMS Nomeco, which in turn is 
owned by Consumers Power Company, 
asked the state Department of Environmen- 
tal Quality Nov. 30 to no longer consider its 
drilling permit requests on two parcels 


within the forest in Star Township near the 
-. Jordan River Fish Hatchery. — 


Though the land is state-owned, its min- 
eral rights are privately held. The DEQ this 
fall reversed longstanding DNR policy 
against drilling in the Jordan River Water- 
shed by considering the permit requests. 

Concerns of local residents and environ- 
mental groups regarding the delicate nature 
of the watershed led to Terra Energy’s 
decision, according to Bill Stephens, ex- 
ecutive vice president and general counsel 
for CMS Nomeco. 

“Despite what many of the environmen- 
tal advocates in this state believe, we do 
have a sensitivity to the environment,” he 
said. 


Stephens said DEQ Director Russell 


Harding personally contacted Terra En- 


- ergy officials, asking them to reconsider 


their permit requests. Stephens said Harding 
cited environniental concerns spelled outin 


a letter to him by the Michigan Energy . 
Reform Coalition, a grassroots group con- - 


sisting of several environmental organiza- 
ttons, public officials and others. 

“He didn’t demand; he asked us as re- 
sponsible citizens to reconsider, based on 
those concerns (in the MERC letter),” 
Stephens said. 

Harding was unavailable for comment. 

MERC’s letter to Harding called allow- 
ing drilling in the Jordan River State Forest 
“shortsighted and irresponsible resource 
management policy” that would: 

* directly violate the Jordan Valley Man- 
agement Plan and DNR precedent on man- 
aging the valley. 

* “degrade one of the finest remaining aie 
derness areas in the lower peninsula.”

Changes threaten 
DNR’s “watchdog” 
capability 


A DNR official believes the re- 

cent splitting of the department 
into the DNR and the Department 
of Environmental Quality (DEQ) may 
leave the DNR less able to protect 
natural areas like the Jordan River 
Valley from gas and oil drifting 
activity. 
_ “The department does not want 
any drilling within the Jordan Val- 
ley management area,” said Bill 
O'Neill, area forester for the DNR. 
“The management plan was devel- 
oped 25 years ago, and in that 
plan we spelled out we didn't want 
any gas or oil exploration.” 

O'Neill said when the depart- 
ment was one unit, he and DNR 
personnel recommended against 
any drilling in the forest area. Then 
Terra Energy sought permits for 


three well sites within the forest. - }- 


“The department split, and the 
geology division went to the De- 
partment of Environmental Qual- 
ity,” he said. “They went back and 
changed their recommendation on 
two of three wells. On one they 
kept their recommendation for no 
drilling, but they. changed their 
recommendation on the other two.”

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Boyne River restoration

This fall, fishermen and other 
recreationists may have noticed some 
big changes along stretches of the North 
Boyne River. Thanks to Boyne USA 
and a Michigan Department of Natural 
Resources (MDNR) Inland Fisheries 
grant of $20,000 to improve water qual- 
ity and fish habitat, bank stabilization 
began on designated areas from the 
dam downstream to the Dam Road 
crossing. 

Partners in this project, including 
Boyne USA, Charlevoix County Soil 
and Water Conservation District 
(SWCD), members of the Boyne City 
Rotary Club, MDNR Fisheries Divi- 
sion, and the Northwest Michigan Re- 
source Conservation and Development 
(RC&D) Council, are matching this 
grant with labor, materials, and super- 
vision. 

When streambanks erode in rivers 
such as the North Boyne, sediment, 
primarily sand, can severely degrade 
fish habitat and water quality in a num- 
ber of ways. Sand covers gravel beds 
necessary for spawning, and can-bury 
the rocks and wood that provide habitat 
for aquatic insects that trout feed on. 

Sand can also alter the shape and 


depth of a river, and can contribute to - 


warmer water temperatures deadly to 
the fish that live in those waters. Much 
of the designated erosion on the Boyne 


River is caused by constant foot traffic

the labor for the project, began the 
restoration efforts mid-summer by 
moving existing footpaths further from 
the river and placing woodchips along 
the newly constructed paths. 

In September, Boyne USA continued 
the stabilization work by providing 
equipment and in-house labor to place 
field stone (rock riprap) along the toe of 
several banks to decrease present ero- 
sion and increase bank stabilization. 
The Northwest Michigan RC&D Coun- 
cil facilitated the agreement and pro- 
vided supervision, while the Charlevoix 
SWCD supplied local contacts and sup- 
port. ' 

Camp Pellston has also agreed to 
help finish hand placing rock riprap at 
two sites this winter or spring. 

Also this spring, the Boyne City Ro- 
tary Club will continue this river resto- 
ration project by planting trees and 


_ shrubs, improving river access, and or- 


ganizing ariver clean-up day. The com- 
bined efforts of those involved with the 
North Boyne River Project will benefit 


the river, its inhabitants, the commu- 


nity, and the public that enjoys the 
resources provided by the river.

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Kids Count report shows 
more children at-risk 


Children in Michigan are at greater 
risk at critical periods in their lives, 


. according to the latest data released by 


Kids Count in Michigan. From birth 
through school-age years and into adult- 
hood, indicators of child well-being 
show substantial risks for the state’s 
children, according to the study. 

_ “More children are born to women 
who have had inadequate prenatal care, 
more children are poor enough to re- 
ceive free or reduced price lunches at 
school, and more of our children are 
dropping out of high school,” said Kids 
Count in Michigan Project Director Jane 
Zehnder-Merrell. 

Kids Count date shows nearly one of 
every 10 mothers giving birth in Michi- 
gan in 1993 received inadequate prena- 
tal care —the largest share of all mothers 
giving birth without appropriate care in 
the past 13 years. In addition, the high 
school dropout rate doubled in just three 
years and participation in the free and 
reduced price lunch program increased 
by nearly a third. 

“The most critical transitions for chil- 
dren occur at the beginning and end of 
childhood,” said Zehnder-Merrell. 
“These data clearly show a worsening 
of conditions at these points in a child’s 
life.” 


The Kids Count data also show signs 
of improvement forsome children, how- 
ever. Fewer teenagers are dying as a 
result of accidents, homicides or sui- 
cides, and the state’s infant mortality 


rate has improved as well, according to 
the project’s latest findings. _ 

“The steady long-term commitment 
to bringing the state’s infant mortality 
rate down illustrates how focused and 
comprehensive strategies can make a 
difference,” Zehnder-Merrell stated. 

Zehnder-merrell expressed concern 
over the growing numbers of children 
in poverty, as evidence by the increase 
in the free school meal participation. 

“Participation in this program is the 
most recent and reliable indicator of 
poverty,” she said. “The growing lack 
of economic security in many families 
relates directly to the state’s worsening 
performance on several indicators.” 

According to Zehnder-Merrell, the 
lack of health care coverage and limited 
funding for at-risk school populations 
contribute directly to the increases in 
mothers without prenatal care and the 
high school dropout rate. 

Kids Count in Michigan is a collabo- 
rative project of Michigan’s children, 
Michigan League for Human Services 
and Michigan State University.

speak, Antrim gas development is occur- 
ring all around the forest and in the forest.” 

Richter conceded the bridge may help 
the area’s water quality if it’s done prop- 
erly. He cautioned, however, if the bridge 
allows increased load limits and traffic, it 
may have the opposite effect. 

“At this point we’re against the project,” 
he said. “That bridge replacement is an 
open gateway into the forest. Right now, 
the old bridge is a limiting factor because it 
won't tolerate heavy equipment.”

land use, but the DEQ issues leasing 
permits. 

“They're coming to us for a permit 
to use the land, and we're not going 
to give it to them,” he said. 

O'Neill said he hopes the gas and 
oil industry will realize the long-term 
good publicity impact of backing off 
drilling plans in this one small area 
where the DNR owns the land but 
not the mineral rights. 

“It would be a possible win-win 
situation if the company can see 
reason ... If not, they'll probably get 


hammered on bad publicity,” he 
said. “We tried to make it clear 20 
years ago (there was to be no drill- 


ing).” 

Mark Cromell, area geologist for 
the DEQ’s geologic survey division, 
confirmed business is done differ- 
ently since the departments split. 
Whereas before decisions were made 
as a whole, so the survey supported 
forest management's decision, the 
DEQ now looks at permit issuing 
requests strictly on environmental 
acceptability. 

“Those permits have not been 
issued, but it’s being looked at at a 
higher level ... After the split of the 
departments, | was asked (by geo- 
logic survey division field coordina- 
tor Floyd Layton) to review the exist- 
ing sites under new criteria, within 
proprietary interests and with the 
state as the landowner,” said Cromell. 

“Surface ownership issues are not 
going to come into play,” he added. 
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Richter said FOJ is putting together a 
protest to the governor to stop the permits 
being granted. 

“It sets a huge precedent for future devel- 
opment of the forest,” he said. “If gas leas- 
ing is allowed in the forest, the new and 
improved bridge will provide the ability. to 
cross that river for bulldozers, derricks and 
heavy equipment,” said Richter. 

There was a strong argument years ago 
when the DNR’s forest management plan 
was developed to close off that road alto- 
gether, according to Richter. 


“That was meant to be a natural area,” he 
said. “Increased vehicle traffic into the for- 
est violates the forest management plan.” 


Richter said the crucial issue is whether 
the state will offer up the lands for gas well 
leasing. : 


“Our problem isn’t with the RC&D; our 
problem is with the implications of the 
project. There are few if any forests like the 
Jordan that exist anymore, and they are 
being carved up even as we speak, so I feel 
it’s worth protecting,” he said.

DEQ Geological Survey staff had rec- 
ommended approval of the two permits. A 
third permit request was denied due to the 
well site’s proximity to wetlands. 

The Department of Natural Resources’ 
Real Estate Division leased two state-owned 
parcels adjacent to the proposed well sites, 
which would have enabled drillers to enter 
the area and lay pipeline. It also would have 
provided the 80 acres of spacing between 
wells now required by law. 

The Jordan River Watershed consists of 
22,000 acres of woodlands, with many hills 
and valleys. It includes the Jordan and 
Green rivers, many other smaller streams 
and an abundance of wildlife. 

Friends of the Jordan (FOJ), which helps 
oversee and manage the vast watershed, 
was part of the MERC group which wrote 
to Harding. While expressing delight that 
the two permits are being withdrawn, FOJ 
vice president John Richter warned a threat

eral rights are privately held,” he said. “The 
same situation could arise again.” 

Stephens confirmed the reversal on the 
two permits should not indicate a promise 
not to drill in the forest. 

“I don’t think we've adopted any across- 
the-board procedure,” he said. “We will 
look at each (drilling possibility) on a case- 
by-case basis, but we would not do that 
without taking into serious consideration 
the same environmental issues.” 

“Neither the DEQ nor the company have 
made any sorts of commitments to stop all 
drilling there,” said Keith Schneider, ex- 
ecutive director of the Michigan Land Use 
Institute and coordinator of MERC. 

“We call on them to voluntarily adopt a 
policy not to drill in the Jordan River For- 
est,” he said. 

Schneider called the forest “one of the 
jewels of the state.” 

“There should be parts of Michigan that 
are industry-free zones in perpetuity, and 
this should be one of them,” he said.

confirmed the draft agreement is ready for 
company officials to sign. 

“We’re looking forward to having this 
whole thing over and completed,” he said. 

Agee noted when Lees Petroleum first 
proposed replacing the bridge, the com- 
pany expected to use it to obtain access for 
heavy equipment to well sites. 

“But that’s changed. We were going to 
bore under the Green River, but it turns out 
we're looking at a new area that won’t 
impact on the Green River area, except for 
the bridge itself,” said Agee. “We don’t 
need it for traffic. We’ve moved our river 
bore further south.” 

Agee said the company decided to go 
ahead with the partnership project anyway, 
since the county eventually plans to replace 
the old bridge, and because Lees Petroleum 
may find the bridge useful for access to 
future gas well sites. 

Agee reported the company has 30 wells 
drilled, eight east of the Green River. Agee 
said they will probably wait until spring to 
turn on the currently inactive wells. 

Agee said he understands concerns of 
Friends of the Jordan and others about the 
implications of the project for drilling within 
the forest. 

“It is natural, pristine country,” he said. 
“The State of Michigan has the controlling 
interests within that area ... It’s the state that 
has to look out for its own interests and the 
public’s interest.” 

Agee said the company sees the bridge 
replacement as something positive for the 
community, offering improved accessibil- 
ity to the public, and improved safety to 
users due to its guardrail. 

“T kind of hate to see it tinged with a lot 
of bad attitudes toward the gas and oil 
companies,” he said.
